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Action Follows His Re- 
election as President by 
Board of Trustees; Res- 
ignation Accepted 


SUCCESSOR NAMED 


Difference of Opinion of 
Discipline Maintained at 
School Given as Reason 
for Action. 


Dahlonega, Ga., dune 2,—(Spe- 
cial.) Marion D, DuBose was unani- 
mously reelected president of the 
North Georgia Agricultural college 
here today by the board of trustees, 
and immediately after being notified 
of his reelection, tendered his resig- 
nation to the board to take effect 
upon the selection of his successor. It 
is announced that the name of his 
successor may be made known by 
July 1. 

The resignation of President - Du- 
Bose comes as the result of friction 
within the college and from antagon- 
ism of Dahlonega citizens to the pol- 
Vicy of ‘discipline followed at the col- 
lege, which came to a head on May 
23 in a round robin petition signed 
by 84 of the 109 students of the col- 
lege, in which a change in presidency 
and an investigation into the institu- 
tion was requested. 

President DuBose states in his let- 
ter of resignation that he is not in 
favor of as strict military college as 
is desired of him, and begs that his 
resignation be accepted. 

The petition created a sensation at 
the time, and the senior class was 
threatened with having their diplo- 
mas withheld, and all signers of the 
petition faced expulsion, if the peti- 
tion was not withdrawn, in an edict 
issued by President DuBose. 

However, the matter was tempor- 
arily adjusted in that .the expulsion 
threat was withdrawn and the seniors 
assured of their diplomas in an agree- 
ment that the whole matter be sub- 
mitted to the board of trustees on 
June 1. ~The board bas been-in ses- 
sion two days, and resulted in the 
petition of thé students being denied, 
and the reelection of President Du- 
Bose, followed by his resignation. The 
board in denying the petition, while 
admitting the right of petition, deliv- 
ered a mild reprimand to the signers 
of the petition for the manner in 
which it was filed. 

Denies Petition. 

The resolution adopted by the board 
of trusteés today,- which denied in 
toto the students’ petition, was as 
follows: 

‘The petition from certain students 


of the North Georgia Agricultural col- 


llege requesting a change in its:ad- 
| ministration, having been carefully 


| considered, it is the sense of the 
| board that we disapprove the spirit 
which the petition, the manner in 
which signatures were obtained there- 
to, and the procedure followed by 
which it was given to the publie press 
in advance of its ‘being presented to 
the members of the board in an or- 
derly and regular way. 

“The. right of. petition to the board 
is, of course, recognized, but it was

While Atlanta droops under an un- 
relieved heat wave and reports from 
many sections of the country show the 
high temperature to be general, qith 
numerous heat records shattered and 
a number of deaths reported, C. F. von 
Herrmann, local weather forecaster, 
offers no prmise of change foday. 

J. J. Brown, state commissioner of 
agriculture, and Mr, von Herrmann 
are agreed that the heat. wave will 
prove damaging to cotton in this sec- 
tion unless there is additional rainfall 
within the next few day$. Both state 
that the heat will tend to eliminate 
the boll weevil, but the cotton ‘is 
threatened along with the pest, the 
experts state. 

Rain has again nesinoned its visit 
to Atlanta and the city must continue 
to steam today under a cloudless sky 
and a scorching sun, according to ad- 
vices from Mr. von Herrmann. 

Mercury Hits 92. 

The low point Tuesday morning 
failed to make a rift in the heat wave

declaratory judgment, as to which we 
express no opinion. 

“Whatever jurisdiction the “court 
has in this particular case is con- 
ferred upon’ it by section 1760 of the 
code. We confine ourselves to an in- 
terpretation of that section. 

Child Presumably Legitimate. 

“A child born of a wife during 
marriage is presumptively legitimate. 
It may not be so in fact. In one 
ease the husband may directly test 


brought by the wife, although she be 
defeated bec@use of her own adultry. 

“Not in an action brought by the 
husband if the ebild is begotten be- 
fore the particular offense of which 
he makes sufficient proof to justify 
the decree. 

“And not if he, because of his own 
adultery or because of condonation or 
lapse of time or his own procurement 
of the act of which he complaints, is 
defeated. It was never intended that 
a husband, entitled to no relief against 
his wife, might bring an action nomi- 
-nally for divorce, but in reality solely 
to determine a child's legitimacy. 

“Where an action is brought by 
the husband’ implies an action in fact 
‘brought for a divorce and such fully 
| prosecuted, then he may be protected 
if, in truth, h@ is entitled to protec- 
tion. The offense must have been 
committed by the wife. That must 
be proved and found. Only thereaf- 
ter does the issue as to legitimacy 
arise. It is merely incidental to the 
main determination. It then becomes 
of the issues in the action—the ac- 
tion for divorce between husband and 
wife. Where the principal was drop- 
the incident Should have fallen 


with it. 
Judgment Is Modified. 

“The result of holding otherwise 
shocks our sense of fitness. If the is- 
sues of. the wife’s adultery and the 
children’s legitimacy are independent 
} questions, we. might have in the same 
judgment a decree dismissing the com- 
plaint of the wife’s innoeence and de- 
claring the child illegitimate upon evi- 
dence not admitted .as against her. 
No better illustration of the effect of 
such a rule ean be given than the 
case we have before us for considers- 
tion. Weare asked to grant a new 
trial because of the exclusion of evi- 
dence said to be competent on both 
the matter of the wife's adultery and 
the child’s legitimacy. If that were 
done, the only possible issue in the 
trial courts would be as to the ina- 
fant. We could not grant a new trial 
between husband and wife, first, be- 
cause the appellate division has not 
reviewed the question of her adultery, 
and we could but remit the matter 
to that court for further considera- 
tion; and, secondly, because, in view 
of the conceded adultery of the hus- 
band, the judgment dismissing the 
complaint must necessarily stand, ana 
her guilt or inhocence is immaterial. 
We will never order a new trial 
where the result in the court below 
could not be altered. No new trial 
being possible as against her on the 
issue of.her guilt, we cannot order 
an independent investigation as to 
the child’s legitimacy, an investigation 
to which she is not a party. 

“The judgment appealed from 
should be modified by striking there- 
from all reference to legitimacy of 
the infant defendant and is so. modi- 
a fied and affirmed.”

‘now a vital necessity in state, 
in the opinion of Majer B. W. Kelley,

Major Kelley recently has been de- 
tailed to work in the eastern dis- 
‘trict, which includes Georgia, and has 
just finished an inspection of the for- 
est section of northern Georgia. 


“Georgia now stands fourth among 
the states in the number of its in- 
cendiary forest fires.” Major Kelley 
said. “This is nothing short of a 
crime. The remedy is passage of for- 
estry legislation which will create a 
non-political organization to deal 
with this problem.” | 

Major Kelley said the forestry or- 
ganization should be provided with an 
appropriation sufficient to allow it to 
educate the public concerning pre- 
vention of forest:fires. He said courts 
should enfurce the laws after they 
are passed and see that enemies of 
societ? responsible for forest fires are 
punished. 

U. 8S. Will Cooperate. 

“If this is done, the state of Geor- 
gia will get a helping hand from the 
federal government,” he said. 

Lands purchased by the _ federal 
government in north Georgia consist- 
ing of 200,000 acres for forest-pres- 
ervation purposes have been endan- 
gered recently by fires breaking out 
on adjoining lands which are not pro- 
tected by federal foresters, according 
to Major Kelley. He said the ‘govern- 
ment ultimately will buy 
acres of land in that section. 


Forest fires are caused by crim- 
inals or by criminal carelessness, ac- 
cording to Major. Kelley, who urges 
that the people who set fire to for- 
ests be punished Ly state laws. 

“The west side of the Blue Ridge 
in White and Union counties has been 
severely burned lately,” Major Kelley 
explained. “The greatest foe to for- 
ests is the man who wantonly or 
‘carelessly fires them. Georgia’s prob- 
lem now is not so much a fire hunt 
as it is a man hunt. It is best to 
get the man before the fire is started, 
but in no case should the hunt for 
the fire-kindler be abandoned until 
he is brought to punishment. The 
owner of land or the man who sets 
fige to it is the public enemy. In 
the heart of this man, his family, his 
neighbor; in the heart of the officer 
of the law, the judge on the bench, 
the editor and the ‘legislator there 
must be the knowledge that this man's 
hand has been set against society as 
surely as that of the pervert, the 
killer and the thief. No excuse can 
alter this fact. Stay the fire brand, 
and Georgia’s problem of protecting 
her 10,000, acres of forest lands 
will be 75 per cent solved.”

Sive and sometimes brutally. blunt 
in expressing them, he never left a 
sting, and the wide friendships he 
made were everlasting. He had no 
real enemies, for deep in the hearts 
of those who most bitterly fought 
him, in the factional politics of his 
own State, and in the party politics 
of the nation, Mere was an abid- 
ing admiration for his irtegrity, his 
frankness, his quaint but ringing 
and forceful philosophy and not the 
least, his hatred for the ‘‘make- 
believer.” 

Those of us who knew the char- 
acteristics of the late Sam P. Jones, 
in his remarkable career as an evan- 
gelist, can find a marked similarity 
between him and his methods, the 
latter so outstanding for: force in 
the pulpit, and the characteristics 
of the late Mr. Marshall as out- 
standing in his long public life. His 
humor—particularly his wit—was 
closely linked with his political 


Strength by every appraiser of pub- 


lic men, And this because of its 
employment for the illustration, or 
the dynamic driving of some point 
that he intended to sink to its 
cap for a purpose—and always a 
good and constructive one. 

When the former vice president

Confederate Veterar 
Dies at Eatonton Home; 
Beloved Putnam Citizen 


Eatonton, Ga., June 2.—(Special.) 
Irby Goodwin Scott, 86, commander 
of R. T. Davis eamp, United Con- 
federate veterans, one of the best 
loved citizens of YVatonton and Put- 
nam county, died here Monday.

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.Of all the paupers of industry in 
this country today, the bituminous 
coal-producing organizations are in the 
most dilapidated condition. Nowhere 
is better evidence of this to be found 
than in the reports of coal ‘company 
earnings. tn the aboye chart will be 
seen the trend of earfiings of sixteen 
bituminous coal producers, expressed 
in percentages of, capitalization. These 
earnings last year averaged only 1.5 
per cent. Anthracite operators hav 
done far better, their earnings, except 


{in strike years, having proven stable in 


a fair degree. These earnings are from 
estimates of the Standard Statistics 
company. 

The bituminous coal depression is 


one of the most severe ever known. 
‘It is apparent in current. volume of 
production, in amount of employment, 
in total volume of business, in prices 
and in profits. This depression has 
come while many industries have been 
prospering. ‘There are several rea- 
sons for the distress of the bituminous 
industry. First of all. there is preb- 


ably no industry in the country which 
ls so greatly over-expanded in so far 
as producing capacity is concerned. 
According to zeological survey offi- 
cials, the capacity of bituminous mines 
increased 82 million tons from 1913 
to. 1918, whereas the following five 
years saw an increase in capilicity of 
254 million tons. As for the consump- 
tion side of the picture, over 80 per 
cent of the consumption, at the-least, 
of soft coal is in industry. Thus 
demand depends largely upon indus- 
trial activity. Added to this irrgu- 
larity in demand is a decide tenency 
to economize in the use of fuel an 
increasing competition of other fuels. 
As for the cost of producing bitumi- 
nous coal, wages constitute the prin- 
cipal item and since wages are fixed 
for a definite period in union mines, 
they cannot be changed readily to 
meet changing conditions. However, 
it is verv likely that high wages are 
not nearly so injurious to coal pro- 
ducers as too many mines and too 
many workers. 


Cotton Condition Is Placed 
At 76.6 Per Cent of Normal

COLOR SUGGESTIONS. 

“Is our garden going to be made 
up of real old-fashioned flower beds 
with all the colors massed together, 
or is it going to be planned accord- 
ing to a color scheme?’ 1 asked. 

“There is no objection and much 
beauty in old-fashioned flower beds of 
many colors,” said Mr. Burbank, “pro- 
vided certain unharmouious cvlors are 
kept out of it or separated by foliage 
and groups of white flowers.” 

‘Among these are Magenta and 
many shades of red, scarlet and criim- 
son that clash with the more delicate 
shades of pink or lavender, and which 
make too much noise when planted 
with yellow and orange flowers.” 

“It is quite a study:to arrange col- 
ors harmoniously in a border or a 
small garden, and to consider at the 
Same time the seasons and succes- 
sion of bloom, isn’t it?’ I remarked. 

“All successful] gardening requires 
answered Mr. 
Burbank, “but the results will repay 
the time, thought and work. 

“First, we must study the seasons 
and from the plants selected for the 
garden, make one list for the spring 
blooming plants and another of the 
summer bloomers and a third of those 
that bloom late in the summer and 
autumn, and this would include the 
shrubs beuring winter berries. 

“This list must be determined first 
so as to have a succession of blooms 
through the year. Some gardens make 
a wonderful display in the spring, but 
are «dull and lifeless all through the 
summer, although each month has ifs 


of green or distances to help out any 
mistakes.” 

“Simplicity and restfulness must be 
kept in mind,” said. Mr. Burbank, 
“and we might take our spring bloom- 
ing plants first. 7 

‘The plants themselves should be 
selected first and then, if they bloom 
in more than one color; any desired 
hue may be chosen which will bar- 
monize with the color scheme. 


“This is a partial tist which may 
he extended fur more extensive gar- 
dening: The narcissus family (white 
und, yellow), scilla (blue), hyacinthe 
(biue, pink and white), snowdrop and 
snowflake (white), tulips (all qolors}, 
violets (purple), violas (blue.and yel- 
low), forget-ie-not (blue) phlox subu- 
lata (pink or ‘white), daisy (pink), 
bleeding heart (pink), anemone and 
ranunculis (all colors), columbines 
(all eolors), wall-flowers (yellow. 
orange and wine color), lily of the 
valley (white), Iceland poppy (orange 
yellow). 

“And for the shrubs the yellow for- 
sythia, the brooms, deutzia, pink and 
white daphne and the charming Jap- 
anese dwarf fruit trees, apples. 
peaches and cherries, in pink and 
white, with the pink hawthorns, the 
flowering currants, the white spireas. 
the white and pink weigalas, and the 
white snowballs and mock orange. 

“To this list might be added peonies 
and some of the early blooming iris, 
and from it we might make very 
happy combinations for a spring gar 
den, as there are no clashing colors 
in early spring and all the flowers 
and bulbs and early shrubs would be 
on friendly terms. 

“One might possible separate the 
gorgeous red tulips from the rest of 


Washington, June 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Condition of the 
cotton crop on May 25, reported today 
by the department of agriculture. at 
76.6 per cent of normal, is the high- 
est on that date since 1918.

“T'wo factors,” the de- 
partment added, “‘the effects of which 
are as yet little in evidence, but may 
have a controlling influence on the 
crop are the increased weevil emerg- 
encey in the southeast and the scanty 
supply of subsoil moisture in parts of 
Texas.

“Cotton was planted about a week 
earlier than usual in most of the 
belt, except Texas, where it was sev- 
eral days late, being held back by 
drought, and in Oklahoma where the 
planting date.

“The preparation of the soil was 
better over practically the entire belt 
because of the early favorable season. 
Fields nearly everywhere have been 


well cultivated. Fertilizers are being 
used more freely in some states and 
apparently Iess so in others, but the 
quality of fertilizer is quite generally 
better than last year.”

Scopes, brought the biology textbook 
situation of the state under fire. 

Scopes“ was charged with explain- 
ing the theory of evolution to stu- 
dents after he had read a passage 
from a biology textbook authorized by 
the state. Mr. Neal, in a letter to 
Governor Austin Peay, urged that the 
selection of a textbook on biology for 
use in the high schools be deferred 
until’ the Scopes case was decided, 
threatening criminal prosecution 
against the book commission if it 
chose a work containing any refer- 
ence to evolution. 

Would Avoid Difficulties. 

Declaring that every standard work 
on science accepts evolution, and that 
he was sure no scientist would con- 
sent to have his book mutilated to 
fit the Tennessee law, Mr. Neal said 


that if the anti-evolution law was up- 


held after the commission has adopt- | 


ed a book accepting evolution, science 
teachers of the state would be in the 
same position a# Scopes—‘of either 
refusing to comply with his duty to 
teach the books selected or of vio- 
lating the law.” 

Mr. Bryan made addresses here and 
at Urbana on his way to his former 
home at Jacksonville, IlL, where he 
will join in celebrating the city’s 
one hundredth anniversary. He also 
gave out two public statements on 
the evolution case. 

Editors’ Charge Denied. 

‘The Tennessee case is represented 
by some editors as an attempt to sti- 
fle freedom of conscience from free 
dom of speech, but the charge is seen 
to be absurd when the case is ana- 
lyzed,” said Mr. Bryan. 

“As an individual, Professor Scopes 
is perfectly free to think and speak 
as he likes and the Christians of 
Tennessee will protect him in the en- 
joyment of these inalienable rights. 
But that is not the Tennessee case 
and has nothing to do with it. 

“Professor Scopes was not arxested 
for doing anything as an individual. 
He was arrested for violating a law 
as a representative of state and as 
an employee in # school. As a repre- 
sentative he had no right to miasa- 
represent; as an employee he is com- 
pelled to. act under the direction of 
his employers and has no right to 
defy instructions and still claim his 
salary. Professor Scopes can think 
whatever he wants about evolution, 
but he has no right to force his 
opinion upon students against the 
and the 
parents. 

“Professor Scopes is doing more 
harm to teachers than to anyone else. 
If he establishes the doctrine that a 
teacher can say anything he likes to 
the students regardless of the wishes 
of his employers. who are the parents 
‘and taxpayers, it will become neces- 
sary to inquire what teachers think 
before they are employed.” 

Minister Denies Conflict. 


Dr. E. Y. Mullins, of Louisville, 
president of the Southern Baptist 
convention, dwelt upon the religious 
discussion of the day in an address 
at Knoxville, Tenn., in which he as- 
serted that science and religion’ did 
not conflict. 

“The purpose of science is to de- 
scribe those things which take place 
in nature. Religion has to do with 
man's: relationship with God. The 
teachings of the Bible do not con- 
flict with the teachings of science.” 

Declaring that a majority of scien- 
tists are true Christians, the speaker 
said the “great test of whether a n 
is a Christian or an evolutionist is 
whether he believes in the creation of 
man by supernatural being.” 


WILL ADOPT BOOK, 
GOVERNOR DECLARES. 


Nashville, June 2.—“The state 
text book commission will adopt a 
book on science without any regard to 
Mr. Neal’s letter,” said. Governor 
Austin Peay today referring to a 
written suggestion from June John R. 
Neal, of Knoxville, that the commis. 
sion wait until after the constitution- 
ality of Tennessee's anti-evolution law 
is tested to select science texts. 

Judge Neal, chief counsel for the 
defense in the case of Profssor J. T. 
Scopes, indicted in Rhea county for 
violation of the #nti-evolution law, 
wrote Governor Peay as chairman of 
the text book commission. 


TOWN OF DAYTON

The service today was held in the 
new Willard hotel, where he lived 
while vice president and where he 
died more than four years after his 
retirement from that office, having 
returned to Washington for a brief 
visit, as he had frequently done. Some 
200 officials and friends, including his 
former page and chauffeur and capi- 
tol attaches who had known him, at- 
tended the service, which was con- 
ducted by the Rev. Dr. Charles Wood 
of the Presbyterian Church of the 
Covenant where the Marshalls wor- 
shipped here, with the simpicity and 
unpretentious religious feeling that 
had marked his life.

Paris, Jane 2.—If che does not 
distontinue her violations of the dis- 
armament clauses of the Versailles 
treaty, Germany in fact will be an 
“armed nation,” according to the de- 
cision of. the allies. 

This declaration, it is learned, is 
contained in the note which the coun- 
cil of ambassadors has drafted ad- 
vising Germany the allies cannot 
withdraw their troops ‘rom *Cologne 
now, because Germany has not iis- 
armed, The delivery of the docu- 
ment to the Berlin government has 
been postponed -unti] .Thursday. 

“The note reiterates that Germany’s 
violations of the treaty have ien 
serious and concludes with an ex- 
pression of the hope that they will 
soon be corrected. 

Delivery of the note will constitute 
fone of two steps necessary te bring 
the problems of German disarmament. 
and security out of the hazy stage 
which has surrounded them for the 
past severa] months. The second will 
be the dispatch of the French reply to 
Germany’s proposals for a Burvopern 
security pact. . 

The disarniament note, including 
an annex which reveals Germany’s 
violations, will be published, but the 
allies wil] withhold parts of the report 
made by the commission of ‘ control. 
which formed the basis of the note. 
It is indicated the powers made this 
decision so as to prevent agitation 
which might arise from publication of 
the charges against Germany and in- 
terfere with negotiations for the <et- 
tlement of disarmament and security. 

Apparently there is a tacit desire, 
both among the allies and Germany, 
to settle both questions amicably. “n 
diplomatic cirrles, here Germany is 
expected to make ? fairly conciliatory 
reply to the disarmament note and 
seek to satisfy the allied demands. 
Germany realizes this would hasten 
the evacuation of Cologne. With 
proper German cooperation, this 
might take place. simultaneously. with 
the evacuation of tthe Ruhr, which ‘is 
scheduled for August. 


BERLIN GOVERNMENT 

TO GET NOTE THURSDAY. 
Berlin, June 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Unless allied ambassa- 
dors in Berlin are given fresh in- 
structions within the next 48 hours 
the Berlin government will be in for- 
mal possession of the long expected 
note outlining Germany's failure to 
carry out disarmament as demanded 
by the treaty of Versailles. 
foreign office expects to receive the 
note iate Thursday afternoon. 

Meanwhile, Wilhelmstrasse  offi- 
cials declined to be drawn into any 
discussion of the possible contents 
of the note. They are satisfied to 
await its receipt with a show of res- 
ignation. 

Already the press is supplying lead- 
ers with. extracts from the impending 
“nitimatum” from the Council of Am- 
vassadors. Most of these advance re- 
ports come from: Paris and. London 
and all of them foreeast the note will 
be unustally severe in its demanda. 

It’s arrival is expected to ring up 
the curtain for an era of turbulent 
international and foreign politics in 
the opinion of reichstag leaders,. They 
point that the disarmament note, 
which obviously is interlocked, with 
such issues as. the evacuation of the 
Cologne area and of the Ruhr, the 
question of a security pact for west- 
ern Europe, and the sequential prob- 
lem of Germany’s entry into the 
league of nations will not only. require 
ekillful treatment so far as Germany's 
foreign relations are involved, but 
also will determine the ultimate fate 
of the Luther government. 

This is predicted, because the Ger- 
man natienals peoples’ party threaten 
to balk at any further material ¢on- 
cessions by Germany in connection 
with disarmament conditions laid 
down by the allies. Particular ob- 
jection would be raised, reichstaz 
leatlers say, to the total dismanflinz 
of several big industrial plants, or 
to the radieal reduction of the richs- 
webr’s staff.

Washington, June 2.—New progress 
toward funding the Hnropean war 
debts is reported in official quarters. 
Headway is being made in the dis- 
cussions regarding funding of the 
Italian debt, a high government offi- 
cial said Tuesday. These discus- 
sions are going on between Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon, chairman of 
the debt funding commission, and 
Italian Ambassador Martini. The 


Italian indebtedness with unpaid in- 
terest, is approximately 52, 000,- 
YUU,000. 

The $50,000,000 credit just ex- 
tended. by American banks was made 
to. italian bankers and not to the 
Italian government, it was said. 

Terms Not Disclosed. 

What tefms are being nientioned in 
the discussions could. not be: learned. 
Officials would say only that prugress 
is being made. This development fol- 
lowing Premier -Mussolini’s recent 
declaration that Italy intends to: keep 
her promise to pay. 

This, coming inmediately 
Belgium’s decision to send a debt fund- 
ing commission to Washington, was 
expected to have a salutary effect in 
stimulating, the negotiations with 
France, which are regarded as the 
most important angle of the debt 
funding problem. Once France makes 
an agreement for repaying her obli- 
gatigns, it is felt that all other déb- 
tors will fall into line promptly.

Although it had been sup- 
posed from utterances here the day 
before that the two most important 
members. of the commission, Mellon 
and Kellogg. opposed a conference 
elsewhere, the fact that the white 
houge statement came after the Tues- 
day cabinet meeting indicated that no 
inal decisioh has been made. 


League To Guard 
Europe, Asserts 
American Agent

Geneva, June 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) —Representative Theo- 
dore E. Burton, head of the American 
delegation came into the limelight at 
the arms traffic»conference again to- 
day “when he declared that the cove- 
nant of the league of nations was 


not a scrap of paper and that it as- 
sured the protection of European 
countries. 


The Lithuanian delegate remarked 
that he was rejoiced to hear such 
warm appreciation of the league from 
the chief of the Americans. This in- 
cident occurred at a most critical 
moment of the conference, when it 
Was sought tc allay the fears of Rus- 
sia’s neighbors. who do not want to 
be bound by a convention until it is 
applicable to Russia. The committee 
recommended that pending the. adhe. 
eion of Russia to the convention, Po- 
land, Rumania, Esthonia, Latvia 
and Finland should be exempféd, pro- 
vided the list of exceptiong was not 
increased. 

Lithuanian; Chinese and Persian 
delegates protested. The Lithuanian 
report pointed out that only a band 
of territory fifty miles wide sepa- 
rated this country from Russia. Mr. 
Burton -explained that the countries 
it was proposed to except were either 
all-or in part former Kussian terri- 
tory, their exemption seemed reason- 
able, but if exemptions were extended 
to adjacent countries they might zo 
on until they reached the Atlantic. 
He did not believe other countries 
were in peril, because the other na- 
tions ~of ners would not remain 
aloof in case they were attacked. All 
were league members and he felt cer- 
tain that the covenant clause con- 
cerning aggression was not a scrap 
of paper. mt
